These two stick s, held in one 
hand and k nown in China as "hasten- 
ers or nimble lads,” are certainly the? 
most useful, the most economical and 
the most efficient device for their pur­ 
poses ever invented by m an 
T hrough­ 
out that vast Asian region, em bracing 
a population of 50.0U0.U00. the chop 
stick is used as a substitute for fork s, 
tongs, and certain form s of tweezers. 
Kv< n fish, omelet and cak e are sepa 
rated with the chooatiek s, 
and 
the 
cook , the street scavenger 
and 
the 
watch repairer use this device in the 
form of iron, long bamboo and deli­ 
cate ivory. 
The bamboo chopstiek was k nown in 
C hina 1,000 B. (’., and shortly a ue r 
this date the ivory form was devised. 
T heir use is one of great antiquity in 
Japan, us attested by references to it 
in the ancient records of that country 
One may search in vain for the trace 
of any object in the nature of a chop­ 
stiek in Central or 
South 
America. 
K nitting needles of wood are found in 
the work bask ets associated with an 
d e nt Peruvian mummies, but the chop- 
stick has not been found 
Curious pot 
tery rests for the chopstick s arc* «*x 
hunted in Japan, but even this e nd ur­
